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TOWN COUNCIL 


The Council meeting opened Tues- 
day evening with a report from the 
committee detailed to look ito the 
water situation in Lambert Park Lake. 
A trench has been dug, the committee 
stated, so that even when the water 
level in the lake is low, there will be 
water in the pump-house area, . Fur- 
ther, arangements would be made to 
have the ditching machine dig a sump 
hole for sepage, when the machine is 
brought in. . 

A discussion was held relative to 
dropping the total amount of taxes 
outstanding on the Cold Storage Lock- 
er Plant. A member of the commit- 
te of locker holders was present, and 
stated that there was every indication 
that a bidder could be found in the 
near future, and that if the taxes were 
dropped from something over fifteen 
hundred dollars, where they now stand 
to say, twelve hundred dollars a settle- 
ment for cash could be arranged. This 
figure, he showed was not nearly in 
the same proportion as cuts taken by 
the other creditors. One of the coun- 
cllors, asking for the amount of pen- 
alties included in the tax bill, showed 
that the town would not be losing any- 
thing more than they would lose if a 
consolidation agreement were enter- 
ed into, and that they would have the 
benefit of the interest on this amount 
over the five year period of a consol- 
idation. It was agreed that this was 
a good stroke of business, and that if 
a bidder found these terms satisfac- 
tory, a bylaw would be passed, and 
submitted to the minister for approval 


One insurance acount on town pro- 
perty was renewed. 

It was agreed to obtain a tractor, 
borrow the Municipal grader, now that 
they are through with it, and bring 
the sod edges of the road on Railway 
Avenue back into the middle, so that 
better drainage may be obtained on 
the sides. Steps will also be taken 
to crown the road on Second Avenue, 
which is at present lower in the mid- 
dle, and becomes a mudhole every 
time there is a little rain. 

Discussion on sidewalks took a maj- 
or part of the evening. Where there 
are two bad holes in the boulevard 
along the new concrete walk in sixth 
street, the handyman will fill these in 
Following some complaints concern- 
ing the condition of the wooden walk 
from Railway to Second Avene on 
Third Street, the handyman will patch 
the bad parts, and this walk will be 
kept in mind next spring for rebuild- 
ing. There was some discussion on 
merits of the new concrete walk on 
Sixth Street, and the town property 
committee was instructed to check 
before passing the account.

CAMP BORDEN— 
— By B. M. P. — 


The next day we were at Camp Bor- 
den, where we lunched with officers 
of the Service Flying Training School 
and learned that the war birds are 
again, as in teh Great War, making 
good use of the Borden hangars. 
Shortly after noon the sun broke 
through low-hanging rain clouds and 
there followed a greatscramble as one 
hundred Yale and Harvard training 
planes were readied for flight. It is 
said that on a busy day planes are tak- 
ing off from or landing on this field 
at an average of one every 25 seconds. 
The interval seemed even shorter dur- 
ing our stay. The pilots at Camp Bor- 
den, having already learned the ABC’s 
of flying at an Elementary School are 
now in advanced instruction. They re: 


ceive 75 hours of flying in ten weeks | 


at Borden. Instrument flying, night 
flying, aerobatics and formation fly- 
ing are taught here and lessons are 


continued in wireless, armament, nav- | 


igation and airmanship. 

We saw another type of air school 
in its organizational stage at Camp 
Debert, N. S., when we visited the R. 
A. F. Operational Training Unit. This 
is a finishing school for pilots who 
will be assigned to Coastal Command 
overseas, It will offer an eight week 
course for pilots from Service Flying 
Schools such as Borden. Graduates 
will become pilots in Hudson squad- 
rons, defending waters about the Bri- 
tish Isles. Instructors at the School 
are all experienced pilots from Britain 
and most of them have been through 
the blitz over England and the contin- 
ent. In talking with them, they ex- 
pressed admiration for Canada but al- 
so an eagerness to be back in England 
helping to defend their homes and 
families. 

Empire Air Scheme— 

This was not the only place where 
we encountered British airmen. More 
and more Canada is being looked to 
as the ideal training ground for Em- 
pire fighters. England no longer has 
adequate space and blitz conditions 
are not healthy for trainees. We saw 
more than one trainload of young 
English lads westward bound in the 
course of our tour. We met lads from 
Australia and New Zealand and many 
from the United States. The Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan is still 
growing and the end is not in sight. 
At present the Plan calls for 90 train- 
ing schools and the necessary auxil- 
iary establishments, such as recruit- 
ing centres, command headquarters, 
repair and equipment depots to a total 
of 124 units spread across Canada, 
with nearly 100 aerodromes and 1,860 
buildings. The staff required for in- 
structors, administration and mainten- 
ance of the schools is 40,000 men. 
Most of the plan was originally estim- 
ated at $609,000,000, of which Canada’s

Some one has said— ‘The value of 
any social service organizations ‘to a 
Community depends entirely upon its 
ability to function in keeping with its 
main purpose. It has no other justifi- 
cation for its existence. 


Since the John Howard Society was 
assigned the Prison Reform and Pri 
soners Aid Work, nearly ten years ago 
it has labored faithfully to accomplish 
its purposes and objective, i.e. to re- 
store back to normalty the young of- 
fender, and again fit him for useful 
citizenry. 

The Society has won the confidence 


and respect alike, of clients, police, 
Court officials, Judiciary and other 
responsible authorities in the penal 


field. 

A department of the John Howard 
society whose contribution to this 
project has been a worthy one. Having 
had some part in the establishment of 
New Haven (Borstal) Training 
School, and in shaping its policy, its 
development now with the assump- 
tion of full financial responsibility by 
the provincial government, British 
Columbia, for all its services.

Egg Yolks— Very often the house-
